kin” was emblazoned across the 

front pages of newspapers of the 
world, even crowding the current topic 
of conversation, the Russo-Japanese War. 
Everyone struggled with the tongue- 
twisting name as people discussed ex- 
citedly one of the most dramatic hap- 
penings of the first decade of the present 
century. Prince Potemkin had been a 
favorite of Catherine II of Russia in 
the 18th Century and his name was 
supposedly buried in history, when sud- 
denly it re-appeared on June 30, 1905, 
in huge headlines on the front pages of 
the world’s daily papers. 

On June 28th a deputation of seamen 
on the Russian battleship “Kniaz Po- 
temkin” had, while the ship was in port 
at Odessa during maneuvers of the 
Black Sea Fleet, presented a petition 
for better food. The commander, with 
the stupidity characteristic of Russian 
officialdom, and knowing that dis-affec- 
tion was current throughout the country 
proceeded to do the worst possible thing 
at that particular time and place. For 
his “insolence” the spokesman for the 
group was shot down and soon the ship 
was swarming with the ship’s enraged 
crew of 750. Most of the officers were 
killed and a committee of 50 of the crew 
under Quartermaster Alexeff took com- 
mand of the ship. Meanwhile the other 
ships of the fleet stood by, their officers 
not daring to try to interfere. For one 
thing their own crews would join the 
mutiny if given a chance, of that they 
were fairly sure. To attack the Potem- 
kin with any two or three vessels of the 
fleet would be risky since it was more 
than a match for the remainder of that 
division present, consisting of a battle- 
ship, two cruisers and six torpedo boats. 
Even if the crews remained loyal, and 
the battle won, it would mean the loss 
of several ships. On the 29th the Po- 
temkin’s crew trained their guns on Odes- 
sa, and the military authorities acting 
Suspiciously, the big guns of the ship 
roared as two shells were sent over the 
city as token of what was in store if any 
attempt was made to intimidate the 
crew. Emboldened by this act, revolu- 
tionary groups in the city threw up bar- 
ticades and attacked the government 
troops and police throughout the city. 
Refugees streamed into the countryside, 
faring a concerted attack by the Potem-

kin and other ships of the fleet. Part of 
the Potemkin’s crew landed with ma- 
chine guns, joining the groups at the 
barricades. Next a great public funeral 
was held for the murdered seaman, Mat- 
yushenko. In desperation Vice-Admiral

Kruger called a conference of officers of 
the other ships on board the flagship 
Rostislav. General opinion was that any 
attack on the Potemkin would be dis- 
astrous and tantamount to their own 
suicide. It was decided to attempt to 
bluff the Potemkin into surrender, which 
if unsuccessful would be followed by 
the various officers damaging the ma- 
chinery of their ships in such manner 
they would not be able to join the 
mutineers if they left port. Meanwhile 
the transport Vichi went over to its 
mutinous crew, the captain of the 
cruiser Pobredonosteff committed suicide 
when his crew mutinied and other crews 
indicated they would not fire on the 
Potemkin. Admiral Kruger delivered his 
ultimatum, “surrender or be sunk” and 
was promptly given a refusal as well as 
offer of battle if he wished to try to 
make them surrender. His next move 
was to move his vessels out of range, 
his bluff being called. 

July 1st the Potemkin steamed out of 
Odessa, leaving the entire waterfront to 
the flames its crew and rioters had 
started, past the impotent remainder of 
the fleet, escorted by the torpedo boat 
267. Quickly rumours spread to all the 
Black Sea ports and a wave of appre- 
hension resulted. Russian port officials 
hurriedly looked to their defenses, a 
torpedo boat with a loyal crew was 
tushed from the Mediterranean with 





orders to sink the Potemkin, while Turk- 
ish and Roumanian officials wondered 
what attitude the mutineers would take 
toward them. Merchant vessels scurried 
for cover. 

A day passed with no word of the 
Potemkin and then on the morning of 
July 3rd the ship appeared off the 
Roumanian port of Constanza, 175 miles 
southwest of Odessa. In a panic, citizens 
prepared to flee, while the military 
rounded up 300 soldiers to maintain 
some semblance of defense. Fears of a 
naval battle in the port itself were heard 
as at anchor lay the Russian gunboat 
Prezonape and the Roumanian battle- 
ship Elizabeth. Some distance from 
these two the Potemkin and the torpedo 
boat ally anchored and sent a boat 
ashore requesting they be permitted to 
purchase supplies. The gunboat’s crew 
instead of firing on the Potemkin re- 
ceived the latter’s crew as long lost 
friends. The Roumanians, deciding that 
this was no time to start trouble, con- 
sented to the crew coming ashore, if 
unarmed, to purchase food and this was 
done. The crew was further offered 
treatment as deserters if they would sur- 
render the ship and all small arms, but 
this was refused. The Potemkin only 
had a few tons of coal, having been 
on short rations for two days. 

The same afternoon the Potemkin 
steamed away, but in doing so came 
near to exchanging shots with the Rou- 
manian ship, as the latter fired when 
the torpedo boat came too close. 

The next day the ship showed up at 
a German colony near Odessa and took 
aboard some cattle. On July 5th it ar- 
rived at Theodosia, a fortified port on 
the east side of the Crimean peninsula, 
north of Sebastopol. Here the crew 
demanded food, coal and medical sup- 
plies, promising a bombardment if not 
promptly supplied. The population 
of this city of 50,000 fled almost enmass. 
The authorities capitulated to the ex- 
tent of food, but as they had no coal 
and could not convince the crew of this, 
resigned themselves to an attack. They 
were heartened by news that Admiral 
Choukin was only six hours away on 
the other side of the peninsula with the 
second division of the Black Sea Fleet 
and was awaiting only the arrival of 
Kruger and his ships before advancing 
to attack the Potemkin. A loyal torpedo 
boat was only a few hours away from

Theodosia, which news led them to fire 
on a boat coming from the Potemkin. 
Two of the crew were killed, seven others 
escaping by swiming away. For a few 
hours things loked serious, with four 
battalions of infantry and an artillery 
battery awaiting the expected attack by 
the ships. At this time the crew issued 
a manifesto reading: “The crew of the 
Kniaz Potemkin notify the foreign powers 
that the decisive struggle has begun 
against the Russian Government. We 
consider it to be our duty to declare 
that we guarantee the complete inviola- 
bility of foreign ships navigating the 
Black Sea as well as the inviolability of 
foreign ports.” Obviously they were 
attempting to forestall any attempt by 
the Russian government to have them 
designated as pirates and to cut them 
off from haven in foreign ports. 
Strangely the Potemkin offered no 


reprisals, though it maneuvered as 
though for an attack, but the torpedo 
boat fired one shell over the city. 


Shortly afterward both ships steamed 
away for an unannounced destination. 
Some miles from shore they overhauled 
a British collier and took aboard most of 
its cargo of coal. 

The torpedo boat Stemetelny missed 
the two ships by only a few hours and 
immediately put out in search of them. 
July 7th passed with no news of the 
mutineers but on the 8th the ship again 
put in appearance off Constanza. A 
series of sessions ensued between Rou- 
manian officials and the crew, the latter 
appearing to have realized they could 
not much longer maintain themselves 
against the increasing number of ships 
searching for them. At first the crew 
wanted to give the ship to Roumania, 
or in fact do anything that would pre- 
vent its falling into the hands of Russia. 
After much debate it was decided to 
accept the best Roumanian offer, the 
crew to go free in Roumania and the 
breech blocks of all guns to be given 
the port commander. That afternoon 
the Roumanian flag was hoisted over 
the ship and with that act the mutiny 
came to an end. The crew became 
wanderers in a strange land, men without 
a country, the Roumanians keeping their 
promise not to let them be extradited. 
The torpedo boat refused to capitulate 
and on the 11th surrendered at Sebas- 
topol, its crew claiming they were forced 
to accompany the Potemkin.

The ultimate fate of the Potem- 
kin is a mystery, it being supposedly 
returned to the Russians at the time. 
Perhaps it now rusts with the rest of 
the Czarist fleet interned in Italy in 
1919 when Wrangel’s army fled, a fleet 
that the Italians have refused to return 
to Russia, claiming the present govern- 
ment was not the rightful owner.

New Zealand Notes 





Two days before the return of the 
Samoan Clipper to Honolulu it was de- 
cided that mail would be carried on the 
return flight. The flight had originally 
been intended only to be an experiment- 
al one and not for mail or passengers. 
Despite the short notice some 21,000 let- 
ters were carried despite the handicap of 
a rather high rate of $1.20 per half 
ounce. The New Zealand Postal De- 
partment applied a cachet of a small box 
with appropriate wording. Mails were 
carried to the way points of Western 
Samoa and other covers were picked 
up there, so further varieties can be 
expected from that British Colony. Cov- 
ers seen bear a number of stamps. 

New Zealand has also had a visit 
from the Imperial Airways plane “Cen- 
taurus,” stopping at all four New Zea- 
land ports. No mail carried but service 
is expected soon to London by way of 
Australia across the Tasman Sea, the 
the trip taking eight days.

The Forum

Gentlemen: 

At this time may I draw your attention 
to a subject that causes trouble and annoyance 
to the average retail stamp dealer: It is the 
subject of stamp centering. 

A new regulation put into effect some months 
ago prohibits postmasters in the British Crown 
Colonies to specially select stamps as to center- 
ing or otherwise nor to favor one over another 
in filling orders for stamps and they are also 
prohibited from servicing first day covers or 
other covers, nor may they cancel stamps on 
such covers if sent to them for this purpose 
even if the sender first affixes such stamps and 
addresses the covers. Many retail dealers re- 
fuse to purchase stamps unless perfectly cen- 
tered, and as the British Colonial Postmasters 
refuse to specially select the stamps they fill 
orders with, the wholesale stamp purveyor is 
placed in a very unpleasant position and in 
fact stands to face irretrievable losses. 

It is my opinion that altogether too much 
stress is placed on the, so termed, well center- 
ing of postage stamps; and it appears that this 
subject has been hit upon by a few shrewd 
retail dealers to make it difficult for competitors 
who are unable to get adequate supplies of such 
stamps, and which are always difficult to obtain 
in any quantity, as the British Colonies and 
most of the foreign countries do not maintain 
philatelic bureaus from which specially selected 
stamps are obtainable and further do not 
seem to care to bother with maintaining such 
a bureau. 


Hence, I think that this condition might be 
brought to the attention of retail stamp dealers 
and collectors through the medium of the 
several stamp journals published in U.S.A. 
and so inform the stamp world and further 
that less stress should be placed on so termed 
well-centering. In the last analysis postage 
stamps are issued for postal purposes and not 
to serve the idiosyncracies of dealers or col- 
lectors. At least the postmasters of the British 
Crown Colonies are not disposed to do this 
and printed notice to this effect are sent to 
those making request upon them for special 
selecting of stamps wanted.

Of course George was 
a famous fellow but as a cachet diet he 
gets a little monotonous. The trouble is 
that most of our most enthusiastic “cach- 
eteers” would prefer to repeat a previous 
cachet rather than dig up something new 
to celebrate, especially something that 
comes on an even 25th, 50th, 100th, etc.,

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anniversary. Then there’s the type of 
cachet that commemorates something of 
but trivial importance—if any. It’s all 
very well to celebrate the first anniver- 
sary of your stamp show, local horse 
race, or new airport, but the patient 
starts to mutter and look queerly when 
the second anniversary, the third, and 
even the fourth roll around, each with 
their cachet and no letup in sight. We 
receive notices of cachets which have ab- 
solutely no connection with stamp col- 
lecting other than their intention to ap- 
pear on any piece of mail submitted. 
Many alleged stamp collectors actually 
are cachet collectors since they collect 
stamps only as incidentals necessary to 
pay postage on the latest monstrosity. 
At that cachet collecting is only a sort of 
second cousin to stamp collecting when 
you get down to the bottom of things. 

The drop in interest in air covers has 
been tremendous in the past several 
years. Even shoeboxes have their limits 
and when that is reached the enthusiast 
stops to think it over, shoves the boxes 
back in a cupboard and takes up stamp 
collecting where he left off back in 1932 
when a local cow-pasture temporarily 
became an airport. Some collectors write 
in to lament this state of affairs, but as 
proof that the whole cachet business has 
been overdone recall the discontinuance 
of our air cover column some months 
back because its writer found but little 
interest. A well written column in an- 
other paper ran 23rd in a popularity vote 
by the readers, and if that isn’t zero in 
interest, it’s coming darn close. 

But don’t forget fellows, our rules on 
cachets classify any as advertising which 
aren’t free and in no event more than a 
lc forwarding charge, and even then the 
cachet director:who has the guts to ask 
for a 1c forwarding charge for a cachet 
that is to be gotten out in his home town 
is becoming a penny snatcher that had 
better find some other way to make a 
living. Points to remember when you 
get out the next one for the 34th anni- 
versary of this or that. Maybe one of 
these days we’ll limit listings to first an- 
niversaries, 5ths, 10ths, 20ths, etc., and 
decline the odd ones like third, seventh, 
64th and 111th. 


Irish dealers and collectors are quite 
peeved over the fact that the Irish post 
office applied the first day cancellations 
so poorly on the new stamps that “in 
many cases they are unreadable.” Even 
if they had been clear, they still would 
have been unreadable, Gaelic being in 
that class. 


The KenMore Kollector mentions that 
they expect about 700 new stamps in all 
for the British possessions.

A news release widely quoted in news- 

pers the last week of January tells of 
the 1932 “used block scheme” as if it 
were something just recently discover- 
ed. Readers of Linn’s will recall that it 
was in this paper that several years ago 
appeared the expose of the scheme which 
was resulting in used blocks of commem- 
oratives declining rapidly in value, de- 
preciating many collectors and dealers 
holdings considerably. J. L. Van Velin 
of Nelson, Nebr., used the provision of 
the postal rules whereby a special de- 
livery messenger received eight cents or 
so for each such letter delivered, to make 
a profit of $6081 in 1934. Appointed 
messenger for several towns, Nelson, 
Bostwick and Cadams, in Nebraska, he 
proceeded to mail huge quantities of 
letters franked with blocks to his friends 
and then delivered them. For a while 
the used block market was flooded, but 
postal officials spurred by the expose 
of the scheme in Linn’s soon changed 
their rules to avoid any more abuse of 
the special delivery system. Wonder 
where the news-hawks have been the 
past several years? 


New Stamp Suggested 





Latest request for a special stamp is 
that for one commemorating the open- 
ing of the new International Bridge in 
the Thousand Island region of New York. 
A tentative design has been submitted 
by D. B. Steinman, a stamp collector 
who was engineer on the bridge. The 
design bears the wording “1838-1938 100 
Years of International Peace and Good- 
will.” (Actually peace has existed be- 
tween Canada and the United States 
for 124 years so this part of the design 
will no doubt be omitted if such a stamp 
is issued.—Ed.)

Martin Van Buren 





EIGHTH PRESIDENT — 1837-1841 


Born at Kinderhook, N. Y., December 
5, 1782, and died July 24, 1862, at his 
estate there. Van Buren was the first 
president who had not been born a Brit- 
ish subject. The son of a farmer, Van 
Buren studied law and from 1812 to 1841 
held one public office after another. 
These included New York State Legis- 
lator; U. S. Senator; Governor of New 
York; Secretary of State during Jack- 
son’s first term, which he dropped in 
order to become Minister to England; 
and during Jackson’s second term, Vice- 
President. He was elected President due 
to Jackson’s support, his term of office 
including one of our greatest periods of 
financial disaster. The speculation of 
preceding years and artificial prosperity 
ended in 1837 with the failure of the 
banks and business houses everywhere, 
and though none of it was his fault, Van 
Buren was blamed for it, costing him 
the election of 1840. Van Buren has 
never appeared on our stamps, evidently 
because his term of office produced noth- 
ing of any importance which could be 
credited to the President. 





New Postal Chief 





Of importance to stamp collectors will 
be the news that there is now a new 
Third-Assistant Postmaster General, 
Ramsey S. Black, of Pennsylvania, who 
succeeds to the office left vacant by the 
death of Clinton B. Eilenberger. The 
office of the Third Assistant includes the 
Division of Stamps and handles all mat- 
ters relating to stamp issues. 


A cachet will be applied to all letters 
posted at Brownsville, Texas, during the 
“Charro Days” frontier celebration from 
February 24th to 27th, a table for that 
purpose being prepared in the post office 
lobby. The postmaster will place on sale 
various recent and current commemo- 
ratives including the Mothers Day and 
4c and 7c Bicentennials. On these days 
the population dresses in Mexican cos- 
tume.

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AN OPEN LETTER TO LINN'’S: 


The hundreds of letters which we 
have received asking us where we ob- 
tained or how the prices were arrived at 
which were contained in KENMORE’S 
1938 PRICE LIST OF BRITISH CO- 
LONIAL STAMPS has prompted us to 
set forth the following facts. 

In our introduction we said, “The con- 
stant need for a priced catalogue of 
stamps at fair market prices is an ever 
increasing one and the editors of this, 
the first annual KenMore Price List, 
ever mindful of the desire of collectors 
to know true values, has prompted them 
to publish this price list.” 


Collectors and dealers who have fol- 
lowed the stamp trade here are con- 
stantly grieved to find in our philatelic 
press many concerns offering certain sets 
of stamps or singles at varying prices. 
It is not uncommon to find one dealer 
asking 100% more for an item than an- 
other in the same issue of an American 
philatelic publication. It was with this 
in mind that KenMore published its first 
annual British Colonial catalog in which 
all stamps are priced net. When it is all 
said and done, the value of stamps like 
any other commodity is controlled by 
the supply and demand. 

It is stated that the famous British 
Guiana stamp was worth $50,000.00 and 
that was the price which the owner ex- 
pected to receive for it yet I sat in 
Harmer’s Auction Room in London and 
saw this stamp bid up to £7300 or 
$36,500.00. Due to the reserve it was 
not sold. Now, what would this stamp 
be worth if suddenly 1, 2 or a dozen 
more of them appeared in a stamp mar- 
ket. Assuming that the stamp is worth 
the bid of $36,500.00, if another one oc- 
curred it would probably lower the value 
of the two copies to approximately 
$25,000.00. Yet, if there were three I 
doubt if it would drop below $20,000 or 
$22,000.00 and if a dozen the price would 
probably run $10,000.00 apiece or better 
because there are a great many men 
who will pay $10,000 or $12,000.00 for 
a stamp who won’t pay $35,000.00 or 
$40,000.00—which, summed up in plain 
economics is the law of supply and de- 
mand. There are more people with a 
thousand dollars than with a million. 

Many people think that because a 
stamp is old it is worth a lot of money. 
The age of a stamp has practically noth- 
ing to do with its value which is proved 
by the penny black, the first stamp is- 
sued, which can be bought for $1.00 and 
yet will be a hundred years old in 1940. 

The prices established in our new 
British Colonial catalog are based on our 
cost to obtain the stamps, plus our cost 
to do business and a reasonable profit. 
This catalog cost considerably more to 
produce than the 25c we have charged 
for it. That is evident upon first sight, 
but it was our contribution in an effort 
to stabilize the British Colonial stamp 
field and at the same time tell collectors 
the right price for each stamp by saying 
that this is the price we will sell you 
the stamp for—if you can buy it for less 
at auction, all well and good, but we

have said by printing these prices, if 
you pay more for it you are very foolish 
because it is here and you can have it 
if you want it. 

Establishing these prices we have 
taken into consideration; first, the price 
at which we can buy collections; second, 
the London Stamp Market in which 
stamps, particularly British Colonials are 
sold to dealers every day, and we are 
one of the largest buyers in that market, 
and the price that we pay for them 
either at the Dominions or Colonies. 

We have stated that used stamps of 
the British Empire are worth 3314% of 
Scott’s Catalog prices with the exception 
of Canada and Newfoundland, or % of 
the used price named by Scott’s. With 
Canada and Newfoundland there is an 
entirely different situation and _ the 
stamps have been priced differently in 
used condition. The prices quoted by 
us for mint stamps are for the mine run 
of stamps as you might say, or the 
stamps as they come to us from the 
Dominions and Colonies and we charge 
an additional 10% if centering is to be 
selected for a customer. But the greatest 
number of collectors collect stamps as 
they come, realizing that centering (and 
by that we mean fair to good centering) 
will bring just as much when the stamps 
are to be sold as they would if the 
stamps were to be measured by a mi- 
crometer. 

The object of the catalog was to make 
it as simple as possible and, while we 
are already compiling the 1939 catalog 
which will contain die varieties and 
many British Colonials not listed by 
Scott’s, the publication of which will 





probably double the present one in size, 
we are still keeping in mind constantly 
the first basic principle of economics — 
the law of supply and demand. 

The book as we stated was our con- 
tribution in the establishing of a definite 
economic trend in British Colonial 
stamps and is a definite guide to both 
collectors who are purchasing and 
dealers who are pricing their stock books. 
We have had over two thousand letters 
of commendation telling us what a 
wonderful thing we have done for stamp 
collecting and we are most happy to 
know that it has met with approval by 
the great mass of collectors and dealers 
throughout the country and that Ken- 
More has again made another stride in 
establishing stamp collecting on a sound, 
fundamental basis. We are happy to 
know that we are continuing in the lead 
and carrying a light which reveals a 
truth previously unknown.

The double line plate had 
become damaged and badly worn and 
just before Christmas the P. M. decided 
a new plate would be the thing for the 
Christmas rush. The new plate as de- 
scribed before is illustrated in the Mid- 
west and much to our surprise looks as 
was described. Since this new plate does 
not fit in with the three accepted double 
line types, we wonder if the DLE col- 
lectors will take these in with open arms 
or shun the outputs of this new style 
plate.

Kenmore Precancel Error 





Errors in precanceled stamps are quite 
the common thing, in fact the produc- 
tion of errors by solicitation has been 
one thing that has helped ruin interest 
in Precancels. Time was when some of 
the boys scattered in different parts of 
the country had to coax their local post- 
masters to make errors in every manner 
that they could think of every time 
any certain stamp became “hot”. 

Such actions as this did untold harm 
to Precancel Collecting by needlessly 
multiplying the number of collectable 
varieties when regular issues were com- 
ing in such number as to threaten to 
swamp any devotee. 

Errors in Bureau Prints are far less 
common. Their repetition and multi- 
plication is avoided or corrected as 
quickly as attention is called to such 
errors and as a result legitimate errors 
of this type command good prices and 
lend zest to the game rather than cause 
its ruin. 

Perhaps the next thing of interest in 
Precancel errors would have to be errors 
in the electrotype plates as supplied by 
the Government for printing by local 
postmasters. Errors of this type, so 
long as they are an error of wording or 
spelling have a substantial ground which 
makes them of much interest. 

Actual errors in these plates however, 
deserve every consideration as interest- 
ing and desirable varieties. An error 
of this sort is found in the plate of 100 
subjects of a U-1 precancel that was 
printed on the lc current stamp for 
Kenmore, N. Y. This error is of par- 
ticular interest because of several facts. 

The error itself is in the fourth stamp 
in the top row of the sheet, and shows 
KENMORE spelled “KFNMORE”. 
This however appears to be a result 
of a broken E rather than the use of 
the wrong letter, but the error is so 
evident that it can safely be classed 
as an error of spelling. 

Besides this error of spelling in the 
plate, the entire sheet itself is actually 
an error on the part of the Postoffice 
Department. Precancels are issued only 
to regular Postoffices. Kenmore, N. Y., 
altho an incorporated community of 
nearly 20,000 residents which lies to the 
north of Buffalo, N. Y., and which

merges with Buffalo, has only a branch 
postoffice which is a Branch of the 
Buffalo office. Therefore any precancels 
even though for use in Kenmore should 
be precanceled Buffalo, N. Y., and not 
Kenmore, N. Y. 

The error therefore is on the part of 
the Postoffice Department in issuing and 
supplying this electro plate to the Post- 
master at Kenmore. 

It all came about in this manner, 
The Kenmore Stamp Company of Ken- 
more, N. Y., is one of the largest if 
not the largest mailers in Kenmore. Mr, 
Jarvis thought it would be desirable to 
use Precanceled stamps on his mailings 
and accordingly made application for 
such stamps from the Kenmore Post- 
master. The Kenmore Postmaster in 
turn requisitioned a plate for such pre- 
cancels from the Department at Wash- 
ington and the plate was supplied with- 
out question. It was only after a quanti- 
ty of something like 100,000 of the Ic 
stamps had been printed and put into 
use, that it was discovered by some- 
one that the stamps should not have 
been issued thus and that by rights, 
Buffalo Precancels should have been 
used, 

Needless to say, the further printing of 
such stamps was halted and the entire 
supply after being used up, was the 
end of Kenmore Precancels. Thus, any 
of these stamps are in fact errors. Er- 
rors in that they never should have 
been issued at all.
